of God created he,him; male and female, 
created,.He. them." The. sermon was a 
review and criticism of the Darwinian 
theory of evloution. The speaker said that 
there was a large class of people in the 
world claiming to be scientists, who said 
that the Mosaic account of creation was 
a lie, and that the man there said to have 
been created was a myth. The theory of 
these persons is, that matter is eternal; 
and that borne time away back in the 
ages the atoms oi matter came together 
and formed tbe earth, and all the other 
planets, together with the stars. Some Df 
the atoms of matter came together under 
conditions which produced the lower 
forms of life, and that by a series of evo- 
lutions, in each of which a higher order 
of life was reached, man was finally pro- 
duced. In controverting this theory the 
speaker proposed several questions, which 
it would be difficult for the evolutionists 
to answer. Among these queries was the 
one why, if men sprang from monkeys, 
all were not advanced to the stage of 
manhood at once. In the progress of the 
discourse some sarcastic allusions were 
made to the relationship subsisting be- 
tween men and monkeys, provided the 
evolution theory is correct, that might 
well make men feel ashamed of their 
progenitors. The discourse throughout 
was calculated to show up the Darwinian 
theory of the origin of man in the most 
ridiculous light; and if there were any 
adherents of the doctrine in question pres- 
ent, their respect for their claimed parent- 
age could not have been much increased. 
The audience was large and attentive. 


Mr. M. is a very pleasant speaker, and

SECURITY DEBTS. 


The following wo copy from th 


Champaign Times and give it our* un 
qualified indorsement: .L. conversation 
with one ot our leading losn agencies 
this week, we were surprised to learn 
that one-half or more of the forced sales 
of real estate now taking place, were 
owing directly or indirectly to having to 
pay security debts. 
If such is the case, 


it shows that many of our most-respon- 
sible men have been1 almost criminally 
careless about signing away their prop- 
erty for their irresponsible neighbors.— 
It is a practice, however, that has been 
more or less generally followed among 
neghbors in every township. One man 
gets into a pinch, and asks sotne neigh- 
bor to help him out, and he does it.— 
In some casos responsible men have 
been foolish enough to sign bank notes 
or other securities for half a dozen or 
more of their neighbors, and the conse- 
quences have been that these same par- 
ties aa indorsers have been brought to 
ruin and sold out of farms and houses. 
It is time this ruinous custom was stop- 
ped. 
Responsible men should consider 


it an outrage against their wives and 
children to put themselves in a condi- 
tion where they are liable for the debts 
of others. 
This practice is now entail- 


ing embarrassment or want upon not 
less than 500 families in Champaign 
county, which might have all been spar- 
ed if the endorsers had been courageous 
enough to let their neighbors stand on 
their own bottom. Rather than become 
a neighbor'-, secuiiry and have to lose a 
farm in consequence—perhap* all that 
family ha»—the owner of that farm had 
better commit suicide aiid leave his fam- 
ily something, than become somc^n'- - 
bail, and have bin own family en iu . t a 
on the world. 


Iu view of all tho ruin that has been 


entailed on families finm this cause, let 
us Miy to every nun who has earned a 
farm or other property by industry and 
care, in which a patient wife has b'een 
his constant helpmate, if a neighbor or 
t'reind asks you to become bis security, 
bondsman or indorser, give him a firm 
refusal.

Yesterday .afternoon, about y o'clock, 


Marietta street, in the neighborhood of 
DeGive's opera house, was aroused at 
the spectacle of a negro man mounting 
a dry goods box in the street and launch- 
ing oft into a fiery oration to a meagre 
audience of seventeen people, carefully 
counted. 


This orator was Stephen McCorkle, 


the colored advocate of the whipping 
post, who hails from North Carolina, 
and who came hither for the purpose of 
converting colored men to his faith and 
securing delegates to a convention in 
Charlotte in September, to advocate 
the re-establishment of the whipping- 
post as a punishment for crime. 


He was announced to speak at the 


state capitol, but this was impossible, 
for the flooring of the hall of the house 
of representatives is undergoing repairs. 
In lieu of that he took to the streets, 
and, like all new apostles, preached to 
the people upon the highways. It did 
not take him long to attract a large 
crowd, about equally divided between 
whites and bluets. 


He spoke ii. front of the opera house, 


and by his rude eloquence mude his 
theme attractive to the bystanders. He 
has a good voice and some very sensible 
ideas, to which he gives expression 
boldly and forcibly. 


He started out by announcing his 


desire to benefit his race and seeing 
them living in happiness and content- 
ment. He spoke of the prevalence of 
idleness among them, and declared this 
sloth to be the parent of crime. Under 
existing laws they are subjected to pen- 
alties for crime, which aie excessively 
oppressive to them 
Where the white 


man, convicted of the same offense as a 
black man, can pay a fine, he does so 
and goes free. 
The negro cannot pay 


the fine, and must go to the chain gang. 
The alternative punishment does the 
negro no good 
He hadn't the money 


tomake^it operative as to him. The 
remedy for this was to re-establish tht 
whipping post for petty offenses. 


" Hit dat nigger wid a brick !" ex- 


claimed a surly-looking darkey in the 
crowd. 


•'Look heah, man," said the orator, 


"you jess shot up. I interfere wid no 
man, an' I 'lows no man ter interfere 
wid me. I'm "spressin" my sentiments 
ez I has er right ter do 
Ef you wants 


ennything outer me, wait till I gits offen 
dis box an' you kin hab it." 


This exhibition of pluck brought out 


a round of applause from the auditors, 
ami after that the speaker proceeded 
without interruption. 


McCorkle went on to show by statis- 


tics the number of people in the vari- 
ous penitentiaries of the south, and that 
negroes are tne chief sufferers, from this 
course of punishment. 
He argued that 


economy to the state anil the best in- 
terests of the colored race, whose labor 
was now all free, competitive labor, de- 
manded a modification of this system. 


In his advocacy of the whipping post 


he met every objection that he had 
heard made to it, and declared that the 
happiest day yet to come for the negro 
would be when he could "hug the post" 
and take his thirty-nine and go free, 
nstead of going to the chain gang, 
scaring shackles, working six months 
and getting a thousand lushes.

Minister to have a man-of-war visit his 
post? First, the Admiral sends his 
staff officer to report his arrival. Then 
they take'a drink. 
Then the Minister 


runs up his fag, and sends a dispatch 
to the Minister of Foreign Affairs uoti- 
fying his1 Majesty's Government that 
the Admiral' has arrived, and desires ta 
salute tie flag. Then his Excellency 
replies, anj sets the time whe'h the' Ad- 
miral may'shoot, and his Majesty's big 
guns will be all loaded ready to reply, 
gun for gun. Then the bombardment 
takes place. Then the Admiral calls 
on the Minister, with his staff and all 
their good clothes. Then they all drink. 
Then the Minister goes aboard the man- 
of-war in his good clothes and the Ad- 
miral's yawl. Then they all drink.— 
When he leaves the vessel, after being 
presented arms to, und all kinds of 
bother, he gets only about thirty yards 
away when his ears are torn and his 
head bursted by the big guns of the 
vessel firing a fifteen-gim salute. 
The 


mariners have their oars peaked and 
their eyes on the Minister, and he is 
expected to take off his hat and give a 
horribly ghastly smile, as if he really 
enjoyed the honor of having his head 
bursled in this way. Then the Admiral 
comes ashore with his staff, and the 
Minister takes him to call upon his 
Majesty's Government. We first go to 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, who 
tells UP when we may have an audience 
at the palace to preseat the Admiral 
and other officers to his Majesty. Then 
we visit the other Ministers, the Gov- 
ernor of Oahu, the Justices of the Su- 
premo Court, and the Marshal of the 
Kingdom; then we take a drink. Then 
the Admiral invites the Minister to 
lunch, and they take a drink. 


"Next day or so the Minister takes 


the whole party to the palace, and they 
are presented in due form to his Majes- 
ty.

of hellbender, mud-devil, ground puppy, 
young alligator, and fish salamander.— 
The specimen before us is purely an 
aquatic "bird," and does not, like the 
water-newt, ever attempt to exist out- 
side of its native element.' The one 
before us is about a foot in length, and 
well preserved in spirits.

est observance of the rules of official et- 
iquette as regards the order of preced- 
ence.

As Vice President Wheeler 
is a widower, the two highest of rrnk 
among the guests at the dinner table 
on the 29th were the wife of the Secre- 
tary of State and the wife of the senior 
Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court; so these two ladies sat on either 
side of the President, the most honora- 
positions at the table for ladies. The 
two gentlemen of highest rank were the 
Vice President and Secretary Evarts; 
so the 
former sat on 
Mrs. Hayes' 


right and the latter on her left. 
She 


went to the table with the former. 
To avoid confusion a small envelope is 


handed every gentleman when he en- 
ters the cloak room before dinner on 
these occasions. In this are two cards. 
One has a diagram of the table, with 
his own name and that of the lady he 
will escort to dinner written opposite 
the numbers at the scats they are to 
occupy. 
On the other is the name of 


the lady he is to escort. 


There is always a little excitement 


about opening these envelopes of the 
same description as the tremor of ex- 
pectation which seizes one on opening a 
prize package. 
And well there may be, 


for three hours is the usual duration of 
a White House State dinner, and to be 
bored for three hours is no joke, and 
the little envelope contains the solu- 
tion of the problem each man has anx- 
iously asked himself on his way to the 
scene of the feast: "Am I to have an 
agreeable partner, or not ?" 


Mrs. Fred. Grant used to be consid-

From Reminiscences In Soribnor for March. 


So much has been written about Lin- 


coln's private life and personal habit?, 
that it seems unnecessary now to add 
more than a word. He was simple in 
all his tastes; liked old songs and old { 
poetry. 
He was always neatly, but not 


finically dressed. 
He disliked gloves, 


and once I saw him extract seven or 
eight pairs from an overcoat pocket, 
where they had accumulated after hav- 
ing been furnished him by Mrs. Lincoln. 
Usually, he drank tea and coffee1 at the 
table, but he prererred milk, or cold 
water. 
Wine was never on the table at 


the White House, except when visitors, 
other than familiar friends, were present. 
The President^ glass was always filled, 
and he usually touched it to his lips. 
Sometimes he drank a few swallows, 
but never a whole glass, probably. 
He 


was cordial and affable, and his simple- 
hearted manners made a strong impres- 
sion upon those who met him for the 
first time. I have known impression- 
able women, touched by his sad face and 
his gentle bearing, to go away in tears. 
Once I found him sitting in his chair 
so collapsed and weary that he did not 
look up or speak when I addressed him. 
He put out his hand, mechanically, as if 
to shake hands, when I told him I had 
come at his bidding. It was several 
minutes before he was roused enough 
to say that he "had had a mighty hard 
day." 
Once, too, at a reception in the 


White House, I joined the long "queue'' 
of people,'8hook hands with him.reccived 
the usual "Glad to see you, sir," and 
passed on. Later in the evening, meet- 
ing me, he declared that he had not 
seen me before, and explained his pre- 
occupation of manner while the people 
were shaking hands with him by saying 
that he was thinking of a man down 
South." 
It afterward came out that 


"the man down South" was Sherman. 
Once, when a visitor used profane lan- 
guage in his presence, he rose and said, 
'•I thought Senator C. had sent me a 
gentleman. I was mistaken. There is 
the door, and I wish you good night.'' 
At another time, a delegation from a 
distant State waited on him with a writ- 
ten protest against certain appointments. 
The paper contained some reflections 
upon the character of Senator Baker. 
Lincoln's old and beloved friend. With 
great dignity the President said, "This 
is my paper which you have given me?" 
Assured that it was, he added, "To do 
with it as I please?" "Certainly, Mr. 
President." Lincoln stooped to the fire- 
place behind him, laid it on the burning 
coals, 
turned and said, "Good day, 


gentlemen." ^ 


THE WABASH RAILWAY.

:he following, with reference to an ar- 
rangement between the Illinois Central 
and Wabash roads, which will give to 
Jecatur a through route to Chicago: 


The negotiations which have been 


'oing on for some time past between 
'he managers of the Illinois Central 
and tt»e Wabash Railroad for the pur- 
pose of establishing a new route from 
Dhicago to St. Louis, Hannibal, and 
Quincj, have come to 
% satisfactory 


conplusion, and the new route will com- 
mence operations Sunday, March 3. 
Heretofore the Illinois Central has done 
its business over the Yandalia Line, 
with which it connect? at Effingham. 


e arrangement which the Illinois 


Central had with the latter road termi- 
nates on the same day the new line" be- 
gins operations. 
The new route to St. 


Louis, Quincy, and Hannibal will run 
over the Illinois Central to Tolono, and 
thence over the Wabash to the above- 
named points. 
By this arransrement 


the Illinois Central secures a line to 
St. Louis which is but four miles lon- 
ger than the Chicago & Alton, and one 
to Quincy and Hannibal that is but 
fourteen miles longer than the Chicago, 
Burhngtoii & Quincy, and it will be 
able to accommodate many interior cit- 
ies with good connections to and from 
Chicago which it could not reach here- 
tofore. 
The importance of the new ar- 


rangement to Chicago is very great, as 
it establishes a new competing line to 
the Missouri River points, and gives the 
Wababh a direct outlet to this city, 
which it has beeu trying to secure for 
some time past. 
Thus far the Wabash 


has been compelled to take all its busi- 
ness to Toledo, and Chicago has suffered 
much from its acthe competition for 
the Western and Southwestern business, 
but now it will bring much of that bus- 
iness to Chicago, especially during the 
summer months, when it can take ad- 
vantage of the low lake rates. It is a 
consummation which the managers of 
the road have devoutly prayed for many 
years. 
If there was the least hope left 


that the Southwestern pool might be 
continued, this arrangement puts an end 
to all such illusions, for against such a 
powerful competing road the poolwould 
have no show whatever. 
The roads 


mostly affected by the new arrangenient 
are the Chicago & Alton and the Chica- 
go, Burlington & Quincy Railroads.— 
The managers of the former road state 
that they have no objection to the new 
line, inasmuch as it matters but little 
to them whether the Illinois Central 
runs into St. Louis over the Wabash or 
over the Vsndalia Koad,. The compe- 
tition between the two roads for the St. 
Louis business will remain the same. 
Besides this, they claim the new ar- 
rangement stops the Wabash from com- 
ing into this city via the Chicago 
Eastern Illinois Railroad, thus doing 
away with the third St. Louis line.

The 
process adopted b;> some of our mer- 
chants is secret, and the precise means 
in us« among the fishers is not clearly 
understood, except by the initiate*). At 
all events, a squeeze and a wrench, or 
stamping under foot extract a milky or 
semi-transparent, 
sticky, 
gelationous 


substance. 
The sand and grit in the 


new-dried sponge arc foreign residue, 
either partially subservient to _ 
tion, or surreptitiously 
introduced 


add weight and increase the money val- 
ue of the article as sold by weight. The 
slimy substance of fleshy material above 
mentioned is the soft part of the living 
animal, or congeries of animals, for such 
they prove to be. 
This jelly, so deli- 


cate that it runs off like milk from the 
fibrous skeleton when death has oc- 
curred, or occasionally dries like glue 
on 'the fiber, everywhere 
lines 
the 


fibrous structure, and forms a surround- 
ing film. In appearance and composi- 
tion, it is much the same as the white 
of an egg. 
For a long time its nature 


was held to be problematical, even 
amon" the masterminds of zoologists, 
and

experiments and 
opinions 


elicited nothing moTe than its being a 
torpid mass of doubtful vitality. But, 
after the labors of a host of scientific 
investigators, its animality and many 
other strange particulars are now proved 
beyond a doubt.

same to his wife, on Christmas, saying- 
that he was determined to keep it at all 
hazards. He kept it well until recently, 
when, during the absence of his wife and 
child on a visit to his family, at London, 
Ohio, he yielded to temptation, and well 
remembering his - last words to his wife 
prior to her departure for London, and 
believing it beyond his power to make a 
proper recompense, and again meet his 
wife and child as one entitled to their 
love and confidence, and feeling that he 
was covered with dishonor, he sought 
death at his own hands. When about to' 
leave her home for Ohio, Mrs. Toland 
asked him to remember and keep his 
pledge during her absence. The following 
is the letter: 


HOME, 15th Feb., 1873 


MU deal' Lydia and Besxie : 


Notwithstanding it is very humiliating, 


I have to make this acknowledgement •— 
That I have failed to keep my pledge; and 
Oh ! you don't know how hard I have 
tried. And now I have concluded to not 
disgrace you any further, and the horrible 
way I rid you and dear Bessie is very re- 
pulsive to me, as I know it is to you and 
all my relatives; but my conclusion i- 
final—PO, farewell.

The rob- 
bers were all masked, save the one who 
covered the engineer. The passengers 
were completely demoralized, and, think-' 
ing they would be visited, a general 
hcramble ensued in the secretion of 
money and valuables. They were not 
molested, however. One of the party 
proposed going through the passengers, 
but the leader commanded him to keep 
his place and follow his comrades — 
After securing the bootj the robbers 
mounted horse" and took a northwest- 
ward course. There were enough male 
passengers on board to capture the rob- 
bers, but were so badly demoralized, 
with the exception of the conductor and 
L'apt. Wappersofl, who attempted to 
;irouse the passengers to action, that 
there was no disposition to resistance 
shown.
